Leiter died of pneumonia shortly 
before 4 p. m. today. He had been 
taken ill while visiting at New Or- 
leans two weeks. ' 

He returned here but pneumonia 
set in and this mgrning he began 
to sink rapidly.

ket today and final prices of lead- 
ing issues were generally $1 to 
more than $5 lower. A rally in 
the afternoon apparently promot- 
ed by a rise in the wheat market, 
failed to hold, ana the list slumped 
again in the final dealings. 

Total transactions were less than 
2,000,000 shares.

$45.12, a net loss of $7.38. Union 


Pacific lost $5 to $52.75 and New, 


York Central tumbled $2 to $20. 

United States Steel closed at 
$33.62, off $1.12, although its low 
of the day was $33. American Tel- 
ephone’s final price was $106, down 
$2. National Biscuit had an ex- 
treme reaction of $3.75, which was 
reduced to $2.75 net. General Mo- 
tors dropped to the new low of

LIQUOR IMPORTER’S CONVICTION 
UNDER TARIFF ACT UPHELD 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Per- 
sons unlawfully bringing liquor into 
the United States are liable to pros- 
ecition under the tariff act. The 
Supreme Court so decided today in 
the case of John T. Callahan, who 
appealed from his conviction of vi- 
olating the tariff act by importing 
liquor into Delaware. 

Punishment provided for tariff 
violations are more drastic than 
those under the liquor laws, and 
Callahan insisted that he should be 
tried for violating the Volstead act. 
The Court, however, upheld the 
decision which convicted him of 
violating tariff regulations. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 11. — The 
California corporation franchise 
tax was sustained today by the 
Supreme Court. The Court said 
that the tax was valid so far as 
measured on income from tax ex- 
empt securities. The case was 
brought by the Pacific Co., Ltd., of 
Los Angeles. 

The company in its State fran- 
chise tax for 1929 was required to 
include in its: income interest on 
bonds of improvement districts, 
organized before 1928 under Cali- 
fornia laws. The company brought 
suit to recover, contending the se- 
curities were tax exempi and that 
the levy violated contract rights 
under which the bonds weré“‘pur- 
chased. ' 

The State replied that the in- 
come of corporations was used as 
a yard stick to measure the fran- 
chise tax imposed for the right to 
do business and denied that the tax 
was in effect a tariff on interest 
from securities exempt from prop- 
erty taxes. 

The California Supreme Court 
upheld the trial court in holding 
the tax valid. 

Justices Sutherland, Van Devan- 
ter and Butler’ dissented. They 
said the California act was aimed 
to tax income from securities which 
had heretofore been free from tax- 
es. The three took the view that 
the state was doing something in- 
directly through an_ excise tax 
which impaired the contract that 
the income, from the _ securities 
should be tax exempt. 

Justice Stone, in the majority 
opinion, said inasmuch as the fran- 
chise tax operates to measure the 
tax by the entire net income of the 
corporation, without any discrim- 
ination between income which is 
exempt from direct income tax and 
that which is not, there is no in- 


fringement of any constitutional 
munity. 
Justice Sutherland quoted an 


opinion by Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, now retired, which said “if 
the avowed purpose or self-evident 
operation of.a statute is to follow 
the bonds of the United States and 
to make up for its inability to 
reach them directly by indirectly 
achieving the same result, the sta- 
tute must fail even if but for its 
purpose Or special operation it 
would be perfectly good.” 

Justice Sutherland commented 
that “in the present case the aim 
and purpose of the California leg- 
islature to reach thé same illegal 
result by indirection is no less 
clear.” 


SENATE ORDERS INVESTISATION 
INTO FARM BOARD OPERATIONS 


Resolntion by “Norris Adopted; In- 
quiry to Include Affiliated 
Commodity Exchanges. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—An 
extensive investigation of the Farm 
Board and commodity exchanges 
was ordered today by the Senate. 


A resolution authorizing the Sen- 
ate Agricultural Committee to 
make the investigation was  ap- 
proved without debate. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
directs inquiry into all exchanges 
dealing in commodities over which 
the board has jurisdiction and to 
“ascertain the relationship between 
such exchanges and the operations 
of the board.” 

The investigation will include in- 
quiry into the operations of the 
Farm Board subsidiaries and the 
‘salaries paid to their officers, 
which have been severely criticized 
in Congress.

PROSECUTOR ASKS 
HEAVY PENALTY

SAYS VICTIM WAS 
‘PUT ON THE SPOT’ 


He Describes Pursuit of De- 


fendant’s Car and Finding 
of Kahahawais’s Body in 
It. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, April 11.—Before 
what has been termed the “whit- 
est’ jury ever assembled here, the 
prosecution began today its effort 
to convict Mrs. Granville Fortescue 
and three navy men of second de- 
gree murder for the killing of Jo- 
seph Kahahawai, young Hawaiian. 

In his opening statement John 
Cc. Kelley, public prosecutor, asked 
the jury of mixed races to return 
a verdict that would send Mrs. For- 
tescue and her co-defendants, 


Lieut. Thomas H. Massie, E. J. 
Lord and Albert O. Jones to prison 
for a long term. 

Since the four were indicted on 
second degree murder charges, the 
death penalty is not involved. 

The prosecution’s version of 
events leading up to Kahahawai's 
abduction and slaying here Jan. 8 
while he and four other men were 
awaiting retrial on charges of at- 
tacking Mrs. Thalia Massie, wife of 
Lieut. Massie a.d daughter of Mrs. 
Fortescue, were related by Kelley. 

Courtroom Is Crowded. 

Mrs. Fortescue “put Kahahawai 
on the spot,” Kelley asserted, when 
she allegedly pointed him out in 
front of the judiciary building aft- 
er he had been lured out ofa 
courtroom by a ruse, 

As the defendants came into the 
court room Clarence Darrow, their 
chief defender, wheeled - and 
grinned at them. Mrs. Fortescue, 
dressed in a blue print dress and 
a black hat, responded with a smile. 

The actual beginning of the trial 
brought out would-be’ spectators 
who had stood in line since dawn 
in the hope of getting in the court 
room. The little room was crowd- 
ed. 

Mrs. Fortescue gave no indica- 
tion that she had heard Kelley 
when he asserted she was. the 
driver of the automobile in which 
the body of Kahahawai,_ shot 
through the heart and clothed only 
in a sheet, was found by a police- 
man after a race toward Koko 


Head. From that point the body 
could have been thrown to the 
strong ocean currents and the 


sharks. 
Three Defendants in Car. 


Kelley told a vivid story of the 
race, which ended only when the 
officer fired several shots and 
crowded the Yortescue car to the 
side of the highway. 

“The police placed the living oc- 
cupants of the car under arrest,” 
Kelley said. “They proved to -be 
Mrs. Grace Fortescue, the driver; 
her son-in-law, Lieut, Massie, and 
Edward J. Lord.’ ’” 

As Kelley talked, Mrs. Fortescue 
sat stiffly upright with her eyes 
fixed on the chair in front of her. 

For the first time since the trial 
started, Jones and Lord, enlisted 
men, dropped their air of amused 
curiosity and listened closely. 

Detailing the police inquiry into 
the lynching, Kelley said Griffith 
Wright, deputy city and county at- 

orney, had found Jones in 
Massie home, intoxicated, and had 
arrested him. 
Found Revolver on Table. 

That afternoon, Kelley said, po- 
lice investigator Sam Lau and Of- 
ficer Machado went to the For- 
tescue home, where the slaying al- 
legedly took place, and found a re- 
volver on a table. 

All- the windows were closed, the 
prosecutor said, the curtains drawn 
and the floor bore evidence of a 
recent mopping. In a closet, he 
said, was found a wet towel with 
blood marks, and on the floor were 
splotches of blood. 

The prosecutor said a purse con- 
taining a photograph of Kahaha- 
wai was found on a_ davenport, 
“and nearby was a cap which we 
will prove was Kahahawai’s.” 

“Near that was acoil of rope 
identical to that which bound Ka- 
hahawai’s body when it was found 
in the car at Koko Head. We are 
prepared to prove there was only 
one place where the rope could be 
obtained, and that was at Pearl 
Harbor (the naval station.)” 

Kelley said investigators tater 
found in Jones’ clothing a fake 
warrant by which Kahahawai had 
been lured out of the Judiciary 
Building and into the hands of his 
abductors. The prosecutor assert- 
ed that on Jones was found a bul-

GUNGRESSIONAL 
DIOTRICTING LAW 
IN MISSOURI VOID 


U. S. Supreme Court Rules 
Like Measures in New 
York and Minnesota Also 
Are Void. 


GOVERNOR MUST 
APPROVE, IT RULES 


Forces Election of Con- 


gressmen at Large in All 
but New York, . Uhless 
New Act Is Passed.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The 
United States Supreme Court to- 
day upheld Gov. Caulfield’s veto of 
the Congressional reapportionment 
bill by affirming the decision of 
the Missouri Supreme Court in the 
mandamus suit brought by John J. 
Carroll, St. Louis Democrat, in an 
attempt to force Secretary of State 
Becker to accept his declaration of 
candidacy for Congress. 

In similar cases brought from 
New York and Minnesota,’ the 
Court held today that the Gov- 
ernor’s signature is necessary on 
all reappertionment legislation. In 
both these states the legislatures 
had attempted to _ redistrict the 
State by concurrent resolution, act- 
ing on the theory that redistricting 
was purely a legislative act. This 
question was not directly involved 
in the Missouri case as there was 
no final vote on a concurrent reso- 
lution and no attempt to override 
the Governor’s veto. 

Chief Justice Hughes delivered 
the opinion of the court in all of 
the three cases. The Minnesota de- 
cision was read first and was cited 
as a precedent in the Missouri and 
New York decisions. 

Election at Large. 

By the Missouri decision, unless 
Gov. Caulfield calls an extra ses- 
sion of the Legislature to act on 
reapportionment legislation, can- 
didates for the 13 congressional 
seats will be forced to run at large. 

The Minnesota delegation in Con- 
gress was stunned by the Court’s 
decision. The Minnesota law makes 
no provision for congressional can- 
didates at large and Gov. Olson 
has announced that he will not 
call an extra session of the Legisla- 
ture. There was talk among some 
of the Minnesota Representatives 
of asking Congress to redistrict the 
State. 

The Court’s decision regarding 
New York’ will not complicate 
matters a great deal. New York’s 
congressional delegation was _  in- 
creased from 43 to 45, and it has 
been taken for granted in New 
York that if the Legislature’s ac- 
tion was declared void, candidates 
for the two additional seats would 
run at large. 

Text of Decision on Missouri. 

The text of the decision follows: 
“The State of Missouri, under the 
reapportionment of Representa- 
tives in Congress, is entitled to 13 
Representatives in place of 16 as 
heretofore. The petitioner brought 
this proceeding to obtain a writ of 
mandamus to compel the Secretary 
of State of Missouri to file a dec- 
laration of the petitioner’s candi- 
dacy for the office of Representa- 
tive in Congress in one of the con- 
gressional districts alleged to have 
been created by a bill passed by 
the ‘House of Representatives and 
the Senate of Missouri in April, 
1932, 

“An alternative writ was issued 
and respondent, the Secretary of 
State, alleged in his return that 
the bill in question had been vetoed 
by the Governor and hence had not 
become a valid law of the State. 
The Supreme Court of the State. in 
the view that article 1, section 4 
of the Federal Constitution, pro- 
vided for the enactment of laws, 
upheld the action of the Secretary 
of State and quashed the alterna- 
tive writ. ; 

“The Court also decided that, 
‘since the number of Representa- 
tives for Missouri has been reduced 
the former districts no longer ex- 
ist and - Representatives must be 
elected at large.’ 

“The questions are substantially 
the same as those which were pre- 
sented in No. 617, Smiley vs. 
Holme, decided this day, and the 
judgment is affirmed.” 


The Missouri case originated with 
an application for a writ of man- 
damus to the Supreme Court of 
Missouri by John J. Carroll of St. 
Louis, a lawyer, who was seeking 
to file his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Congress in 
the old Tenth District. He lost the 
case and it was taken to the Fed- 
eral tribunal on a writ of certio- 
rari. Hyman G. Stein, Carroll's at- 
torney, said Carroll paid the entire 
cost of ‘handling the case. Con- 
gressman Dyer, who is here, as- 
serted that he and several other 
persons had helped to pay for the 
case at a cost of about $400. Dyer, 
a Republican, said he did not know

$70,000 DEMAND 
CUT TO $50,000 


This Paid, Baby Was to 
Have Been Left on Boat 
Off Cape Cod April 3 or 
4, but Was Not Found. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—The 
Washington Evening Star says that 
all negotiations for return of the 
Lindbergh baby leading up to a 


“tragic trick” by the kidnapers 
April 2 centered about Dr. John 
F. Condon, elderly teacher, and 
that an amazing story could now 
be told, because Lindbergh himself 
“has spoken.” 

Dr. Condon, the newspaper says, 
was the “Jafsie’’ of a series of 13 
advertisements through which 
Lindbergh communicated with the 
abductors. 

Lindbergh, having obtained a 
complete set of the child’s finger- 
prints from toys and. furniture in 
the nursery, demanded a set from 
the kidnapers, but this was refused, 
the story adds. At one time the 
abductors expressed dissatisfaction 
with publicity on the case and de- 
manded $70,000 instead of $50,000, 
but Lindbergh, through Dr. Con- 
don, was able to reduce the figure 
to the original amount asked for. 

The ransom note,-the story con- 
tinues, threatened death to the 
child if the police were called in. 

First Meeting March 16. 
The first contact with the kid- 
napers or their negotiators is said 
to have been esfablished by Dr. 
Condon and Col. Henry Brecken- 
ridge, Lindbergh’s attorney, on 
March 16, in an obscure spot on the 
shore of Long Island Sound. 

Lindbergh would not agree to the 
kidnapers’ first proposal that the 
money be left in a certain place 
and the baby returned several days 
later allowing the kidnapers time to 
escape. As stated in one of the 
“Jafsie”’ advertisements, Lindbergh 
wanted a “C. O. D.” transaction. 
Another meeting took place 
March 24 in a cemetery and the 
next day “Jafsie”’ mentioned receipt 
of a package “‘accepted as the real 
article” apparently containing. some 
article identified as belonging to 
the baby. 

Final Arrangements Made. 

The final agreement was that the 
money would be paid, that eight 
hours would elapse without word 
from the gang, and then a message 
would be sent disclosing the child’s 
whereabouts. 

Late on the night of April 1, 
Lindbergh and two others, left in 
Lindbergh’s car, presumably car- 
rying the money. Just where they 
went is not known, the news- 
paper relates, but it is believed the 
money was turned over to a repre- 
sentative of the kidnapers. 

The promised message came 
from the kidnapers saying the baby 
would be found on a boat off Cape 
Cod. On April 3 and 4, Lindbergh, 
Breckenridge and a third man 
were seen flying in the vicinity of 
Martha’s Vineyard. They were 
looking for a yacht named “Sally” 
or “Nellie,” but did not find it. 
There was no word Tuesday and 
Wednesday the climax was reached 
in the “Jafsie’” advertisements: 
“What is wrong? Have you cross- 
ed me? Please better directions,” 


Money Said to Have Been Turned 
Over in Cemetery.

NEW YORK, April 11. — The 
bursar at Fordham University in- 
formed reporters today that Dr. 
John F. Condon was a lecturer who 
addressed one or two classes a 
week at the downtown school in 
the Woolworth Building. - At the 
latter place Dean T. C. Hughes said 
Condon taught once a week. up- 
town. 

“The stories that Condon has 
been associated with any attempt 
to recover the Lindbergh baby are 
too fantastic and amazing for me 
to believe,” said Dean Hughes. He 
described Condon as:a mild man- 
nered former school principal.

STATEMENT BY LINDBERGH 
ON HOW KIDNAPERS WERE 
IDENTIFIED BY RANSOM NOTE 


HOPEWELL, N. J., April 11. 
OLLOWING is a statement 
F authorized by Col. Lindbergh 
last night in explanation of 
his identification of the kidnap- 
ers to whom he paid the $50,- 
000: - 

“At the time the baby, was 
kidnaped a ransom note for 
$50,000 was left in the nursery. 
For obvious reasons it was nec- 
essary to withhold information 
concerning the ransom note. 

“A means was offered in the 
ransom note of positive identifi- 
cation of the kidnapers there- 
after. Subsequent notes received 
were identified by this means 
and at the time the ransom was 
paid over the kidnapers used 
the same means to positively 
identify themselves as the ones 
who had carried off the baby. 

“This is the only means by 
which Col. Lindbergh can know 
for a fact that he is dealing with 
the kidnapers. It has been with- 
held and will be withheld by Col. 
Lindbergh for future identifica- 
tion. 

“It must be remembered that 
the baby has not been returned 
and it has been and still is the 
policy of the State police author- 
ities that the primary motive is 
to accomplish the safe return of 
the baby and all efforts are and 
will be bent in this direction.” 


SEARCH WITHOUT WARRANT 
AFTER ARREST HELD ILLEGAL 


Supre:..c Court Bars Evidence Used 
by Dry Agents in Attempt to 
Convict New York Pair. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—Fed- 
eral prohibition agents, the. Su- 
preme Court said today, are prohib- 
ited from searching for evidence 
after making an arrest if they do 
not have a search warrant. The 
decision came in a case from New 
York City after the arrest in a 
room of Daniel M. Lefkowitz and 
Pauline Paris.

Seven Notes From Kidnapers. 

At the same time it was learned 
from an authoritative source that 
Lindbergh hag received at least 
seven notes from the kid- 
napers other than the original ran- 
som note which was left in the 
nursery and which demanded $50,- 
000. The notes, the source said, 
were sent first to Col. Henry 
Breckenridge, counsel for Lind- 
bergh, in New York. They bore 
the markings of the original. 

The second note, it was asserted, 
raised the ransom to $70,000 and 
the subsequent communications 
contained no other demands. 
was stated later that the kidnapers 
specified the-#aysom would he 
raised te ,000 unless it was paid 
before April 8. 

The date on which the ransom 
was paid was not disclosed, but the 
Treasury notice to bankers asking 
notification if any of the given 
serial numbers fell into their hands 
was dated April 6. — 

New Jersey Police Bulletin. 
The morning bulletin today from 
the New Jersey State police reiter- 
ated the previous assertion that 
only the real kidnapers could have 
furnished the identification on 
which the ransom was paid. This 
was in answer to a query raising 
the possibility that some interme- 
diary might have unwittingly 
passed the identification mark on

The bulletin said also that no 
further contacts with the kidnap- 
ers had been established and that 
there was no foundation for the 
report that Lindbergh had offered 
to replace the currency he paid 
with gold.

SENATE WITNESSES 
FIGHT GENERAL LEVY 


C. H. Gray Expects, With 
Economies, His $1,300,- 
000,000 Plan Will Bal- 
ance Budget. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON,

Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Em- 
phatic demands for higher taxes 
on wealth were presented to the 
Senate Finance Committee today 
by spokesmen representing widely 
separated sections of public opin- 
ion. President John A. Simpson of 
the National Farmers’ Union told 
the committee that “revolution” 
was inevitable unless Congress acts 
to break up the great fortunes, and 
Dr. John A. Ryan, Catholic econo- 
mist, declared the buying power of 
the masses must be restored before 
the depression could be ended. 

In striking contrast was the tes- 
timony of a stock broker who ap- 
peared to argue against the pro- 
posed tax on stock and bond sales, 
and others who entreated to the 
committee against drastic increas- 
es in the tax on insurance compan- 
ies. 

Dr, Ryan replied vigorously to 
Treasury Secretary Mills’ statement 
last week that large fortunes are 
essential to. provide ‘‘working capi- 
tal” for industry. Pointing out 
that industry was already overde- 
veloped, Dr. Ryan declared that 
business would never recover until 
the purchasing power of the con- 
suming public was restored. H¢ 
challenged Mills to point to an in- 
stance where sales had been pre- 
vented by the inability of manu- 
facturers or merchants to finance 
them. 

Farm Groups for Tax on Wealth. 

Chester H. Gray, representing the 
' American Farm Bureau Federation, 
and Fred Brenckman of the Na- 
tional Grange, joined Simpson in 
asking for higher taxes on wealth 
and rejection of the proposed gen- 
eral sales tax. They said if the 
Federal budget must be balanced, 
the burden should be placed on 
those best able to carry it. 

Brenckman charged that the 
Treasury deficit resulted largely 
from former Secretary Mellon’s 
practice of making high tax refunds 
to wealthy taxpayers and large cor- 
porations. 

He pointed out that during Mel- 
lon’s regime at the Treasury, re- 
funds, credits and abatements to- 
taled more than $3,000,000,000. 

Gray recommended a tax pro- 
gram, differing somewhat from 
that contained in the House bill, 
which would yield $1,300,000,000 a 
year in new revenue. 

He said that adoption of this 
program, plus possible economies, 
should suffice to balance the 
budget. 

Suggests 65 Per Cent Levy. 

Gray told the committee that the 
Federation is opposed to the sec- 
tions of the House bill which would 
provide for an increase in first- 
class postage, and excise taxes on 
automobiles, trucks and accessories. 
In addition, it opposes a general 
sales tax, manufacturers’ excise tax, 
Federal gasoline tax and a Federal 
tax on bank checks. 

Without finally committing the 
Federation, Gray suggested that 
the Senate “consider’’ the Swing 
amendment, rejected by the House. 
under which surtaxes would have 
reached a maximum rate of 65 per 
cent on that part of income above 
$5,000,000 a year. 

“Would you apply that to earned 
income?” asked Senator Reed 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania. “Yes.” 

“Do you know of any earned in. 
come that exceeds $5,000,000 a 
year?” asked Senator Couzens 
(Rep.), Michigan. “No, I don’t.” 

“This Year If Possible.’ 

Gray said the federation believed 
the Federal budget should be pbal- 
anced “in an early year—this year 
if possible.” He urged a reduc- 
tion of $150,000.000 a year in Fed- 
eral expenditures, and a series of 
new taxes. Among the latter he 
proposed a tax of % per cent to 4% 
per cent on stock sales, to yield 
$100,000.000 a year, and a tax on 
speculative transactiins on the 
commodity — Caehantin to yield 
about $50,000,000 a vear. The rates 
he suggested would be substantial- 
lv higher than those in the House 
bill. Among his other proposals 
were: 

An increase in the corporation 
tax on a graduated scale with a 
maxinium of 16 per cent; doubling 
the rates on second class postage: 
imposing “import taxes” (tariffs) 
of 2 cents a pound on coffee, 3% 
cents a pound on tea, ™ cent a 
pound more on sugar and 25 cents 
a bunch on bananas. 


Discussing his proposed high tax 
on stock sales, Gray said the fed- 
eration would like to abolish ‘“‘short 
selling,”’ but did not prupose to ac- 
complish it in this bill. 

The federation does not object, 
he said, to reducing the income tax 
exemption, and will not object if 
they are reduced to allow only

The 
assumption that the owners of large 
incomes would prefer to have no 
income at all ypather than income of 
which the Government took half, 
does not deserve fearful or prayer- 
ful consideration. 

Question of the Budget. 

“The only supply of capital 
which would be diminished by high 
income and inheritance taxes is 
that which is vainly seeking in- 
vestment in an already overdevel- 
oped capital structure. The soon- 
er that kind of capital is diverted 
to the hands of those who repre- 
sent the consuming power of the 
country, the sooner the depression 
will end.” 

Dr.. Ryan said the phrase “bal- 
ance the budget” was being! 
“worked overtime by persons who 
wish to avoid the more ardous du- 
ty of thinking.”

its budget by borrowing against its 
future taxing power, and it could 
do so again.

HOUSE DISAGREES

Legislative Appropriation 
Bill on Which Fight Will 
Hinge Is Reported by 
Committee.

WASHINGTON, April 11. — A

Soon after the $20,223,869 supply 
bill for the legislative branch of 
the Government was presented to 
the House, Chairman McDuffie of 


the special Economy Committee 
asked for authority to offer 
amendments. 


The Alabaman said the commit- 
tee desired an opportunity to spon- 
sor his plan for an 11 per cent cut 
in salaries, with a $1000 exemp- 
tion, estimated to save $67,000,000. 

Meanwhile, Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas, the Democratic leader, 
told the Senate during consideration 
of the $45,000,000 Interior Depart- 
ment appropriation ~ bill that 
“there’s no escaping the fact that 
reductions must be made.” 

The bill had been cut 10 per cent 
from the $50,000,000 approved by 
the House. 

Chairman Byrns of the Apyro- 

priations Committee said he 
thought President Hoover's s0- 
called staggering plan of employ- 
ment for regular workers—out- 
lined at the Saturday White House 
conference—would be “more un- 
satisfactory than a flat cut of 1] 
per cent as proposed by the Econ- 
omy Committee.” 
This plan provides for a $1000 
exemption and is estimated to save 
$67,000,000; while Hoover's .pro- 
posal is expected to net $45,000,- 
000. 

The legislative supply bill pro- 

vides $960,000 in salaries for the 
9§6 Senators and $51,000 for mile- 
age, while the 435 House mémbers 
were allotted $4,405,000 for sala- 
ries and $175,000 for mileage. 
One economy effected was $4000 
by Speaker Garner’s declining to 
accept an automobile at Govern- 
ment expense, as allowed under 
law. 
The remainder in the bill goes 
for maintenance of the Congres- 
sional Library, the» Botanic Gar- 
dens, construction of new buildings 
and for the Government Printing 
Office. 

In a continuance of the all-day 
session with President Hoover at 
the White House, the Economy 
Committee met with Director Roop 
of the Budget. They were to de- 
cide whether to stick to their own 
plan for a wage and salary rate 
cut in. the Federal payroll, or to 
adopt President Hoover’s plan ‘for 
reducing the working time, and 
thus the pay, of Federal workers, 
with flat cuts only for the highest 
officials. 

It is the President’s idea, and 
Speaker Garner’s also, that one big 
bill should carry all the changes, 
so as to circumvent the numerous 
vigorous groups opposing individ- 
ual items in the general program, 
fearing that if the proposals went 
in individually, so many of them 
would be defeated that the net 
achievement would be small. Mc- 
Duffie, however, favored splitting 
the items in three groups, one car- 
rying legislative changes, a second 
covering reducticn in appropria- 
tions and the third containing plans 
for consolidating various agencies.

PEAK GOES TO TRIAL 
FOR BERG KIDNAPING 


Jury Is Completed—Defendant 
Alleged “to Have Pointed 
Out Victim. 


Selection of a jury to try George 
Peak, paroled murderer alleged to 
have pointed out Alexander Berg to 
kidnapers as a desirable victim, 
was completed this afternoon be- 
fore Circuit Judge Ossing.

The jury selection began this 
morning and proceeded rapidly, so 
that the tentative panel was com- 
pleted by 2:40.

the currency by issuance of two 
billion dollars of United States 
notes to pay the bonus been put 
before the committee before Rep- 
resenative Rainey of Illinois, the 
Democratic leader, issued a state- 
ment calling it ‘“‘uneconodmic, un- 
sound and destructive.” A_ little 
later, Senator Robinson of Arkan- 
sas, issued a similar statement in 
opposition. 

The proposal was put before the 
Ways and Means Committee by its 
sponsor, Representative Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, and drew the sup- 
port of Robert L. Owen, a former 
Senator from Oklahoma. They said 
the additiona! currency put into 
circulation would help to stir busi- 
ness to new activity. 

Predicts Drop Below Par. 

As the committee ended its hear- 
ing for the morning, Rainey issued 
a statement denouncing the legisla- 
tion and saying, “Once inflation is 
started, the currency will immedi- 
ately drop below par value, and it 
is imposible to check its downward 
trend.” 

He said, however, he was not 
overly optimistic of stopping pas- 
sage of the legislation by the 
House. 

At about the same time, Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, was issuing a similar 
statement. Robinson said he did 
not “favor the cash payment of ad- 
justed service certificates” and was 
“convinced that legislation appro- 
priating more than two billion dol- 
lars for that purpose will produce 
harmful results that will more than 
offset the benefits to be anticipat- 
ed.”’ 

“If, as some propose,” he said, 
“currency or Federal Reserve notes 
may be issued in payment of ad- 
justed service certificates, why all 
this confusion and controversy 
about increasing taxes to balance 
the budget, if it can be accom- 
plished ty the simple process of 
printing money?” 

Members of the committee lis- 
tened to a story of thousands of 
veterans out of work and in need 
of the money represented by their 
bonus certificates. 

Representative Patman (Dem.) 
of Texas wus the first witness. He 
said most of the advocates favored 
paying the certificates in United 
States notes, though they were not 
agreed on the exact terms of a bill. 
Among those in attendance were 
Gen. Frank T. Hines, veterans’ ad- 
ministrator, and John T. Taylor, 
legislative representative of the 
American Legion, whose national 
commander, Henry L. Stevens, has 
opposed payment of the. certifi- 
cates. 

“Unless we can show that pay- 
ment of the bonus will benefit the 
country a promote the general 
welfare,’’ Patmen declared, ‘‘we are 
not entitled to have this bill passed. 
“Tf it will be the Jeast bit detri- 
mental to the general welfare, we 
are not entitled to win. 

750,000 Out of Work. 
“There are 750,000 able-bodied 
veterans out of work. ‘There are 
75,000 slightly disabled veterans 
who are out of work. Then there 
are 800,000 veterans working only 
one or two days a week. 

“There are Only 600,000 certifi- 
cate holders able to borrow who 
have not availed themselves of that 
opportunity. This indicates that 
four-fifths of the certificate hold- 
ers need the money. 

The testimony began before the 
committee at about the time Repre- 
sentative Fish (Rep.), New York, 
was telling a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association that the 
proposal to cash the unpaid 50 per 
cent of th® bonus “would exhaust 
our gold reserves and shove us off 
the gold standard and make the 
dollar look like 30 cents.” 
‘It is in the last analysis, 
same old fight of soft money 
against sound money,” Fish said. 
“All it requires is a few gallons of 
lubricating oil and a few bales of 
paper for printing money.” 

“No Longer on Gold Basis.” 
Owen, former Senator from Ok- 
lahoma «nd one-timé chairman of 
the Senate Banking Committee, 
said the country was no longer on 
a gold basis. “The American dol- 
lar is based on the commodities,” 
he said. “Gold is used only to re- 
deem. I hope to show that the 
payment of this bonus would bene- 
fit all the people of the United 
States and not alone the veterans.

1$12.119,000 DUE HERE 
IN DELINQUENT TAXES 


Amount Is 11 Per Cent More 
Than Total Year Ago, 
Collector Reports. — 


Delinquent taxes due to the City 
of St. Louis, the State and schools, 
for all past years, amount to $12,- 
119,184.13, “as shown by the City 
Collector's report to the Comptroll- 
er today. This is 11 per cent more 
than the total delinquency of a 
year ago, which was $10,878,180.26. 
The delinquency for the year 1931 
is shown as $6,434,954.73, which 
was 17 per cent of last year’s tax 
levy of $35,.916,223.14. 

Of the total amount delinquent, 
$9,378,542.34 is taxes due on real 
estate, and $2,740,641.79 on per- 
sonal property. Delimquent taxes 
on real estate are mostly collected 
in time, as they remain a lien on 
the property, and must be settled 
before a sale. Delinquent personal 
taxes are more difficult to collect. 

Of the $6,434,954.73 delinquent 
for 1931, $5,917,916.29 is on real 
estate and $517,038.44 on personal 
property. For 1930, the amount 
still unpaid is $2,347,486.24, of 
which $1,913,105.22 is on realty and 
$434,381.02 on personalty. For 
previous years, the amounts delin- 
quent diminish yearly, back to 1921, 
which shows only $12,845.94 realty 
taxes delinquent, but $139,730.62 
on personal property. 
Collector Koeln’s report shows 
that for the Collector’s fiscal year 
1931-32, which ended March 6, 
total collections from all sources, 
including State, school and State 
income taxes, amounted to §$39,- 
914,485.51. 
Of this total, the Collector paid 
the City Treasurer $25,476,570.31; 
to the schools, $10,835,255.63; to 
the State, $3,181,839.71. The Col- 
lector’s commissions were $424,- 
819.86, and of this, $279,242.40 
went for office expenses, and sur- 
plus commissions, paid back to 
city, state and schools, were $145,- 
577.46. Of this refund of commis- 
ions, the city received $120,410.62,- 
the schools $22,116.15, and the 
state $3050.49. 


THREE MORE CONVICTS ESCAPE 
FROM MONROE, WASH., PRISON 


Get Full Night’s Start by Leaving 
Dummies in Bunks; Two Oth- 
ers Filed Friday.

MONROE, Wash., April 11. 
Three convicts escaped the second 
prison break in 24 hours at the 
State reformatory here Saturday 
night, escaping through Seattle 
after kidnaping two pairs and com- 
mandeering their automobile. 
Led by Chester Duckwitz of West 
Seattle, the men got a full night's 
start by leaving dummies in their 
bunks. Their absence was first 
discovered when inquiries about a 
kidnaping by three men in prison 
garb were telephoned to the insti- 
tution. 
With Duckwitz, who was serving 
a five year sentence for bank rob- 
bery, were Wallace lL. fPosey of 
Seattle, serving five years for rob- 
bery, and Charles Cotter of Snoho- 
mish County, doing one year for as- 
sault. 
Late Friday night two other men, 
Melvin Shuffert and Lawrence Car- 
maei, both of Seattle, also escaped.

Is the Machine the Worker’s Enemy? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: , NS 


ET us assume that a workman, ex- 
L pert at a special handicraft, is sud- 

denly deprived of his job by a ma- 
chine which turns out five times as many 
articles, at one-third the cost, as he can 
make by hand in the same time. 

Such a predicament now confronts 
and, in the course of a century, has at 
certain times confronted many millions 
of men. The cloth makers of England 
were displaced by the power loom 100 
yoars ago; the wagon drivers have more 
recently been displaced by the railroads; 
the iron workers by the Bessemer retort; 
the farmhand by the reaper and 
thresher; the typesetter by the linotype 
and the wagon maker by the automobile. 

Should these recurrent calamities in- 
duce us to reject the mechanical contriv- 
ances we call .nachines? The answer 
from the workman’s point of view is ob- 
vious; but is he right? 

While we must admit that temporarily 
he will suffer without fault of his own, is |} 
it possible to prove that in the long run 
he will be better and not worse off, how- 
ever great his immediate sufferings? The 
answer of history is emphatically yes. 

Clothmakers who use machines earn 
three times as high wages as the hand- 
loomers ever made; railroad employes 
earn more than did the carters; the 
workmen in the steel mills get more than 
ever before; the chauffeur more than the 
driver. The progress of the world, the 
ease of living, the wages of workmen and 
all the comforts, conveniences and lux- 
uries of life are the result of a gradual 
and constant improvement in machinery. 

‘Periods of temporary depression which 
occur from time to time do not dis- 
prove this proposition, Bad times never 
last. Between 1923 and 1929, when most 
machines were in operation, most men 
were employed and highest wages paid. 
After this depression all will again find 
work and, aided by the machine, enjoy 
more of the comforts and luxuries of life 
than ever before, for the followimg réa- 
sons: 9 

Every producer of goods is a consumer 
of goods made by other people. It is ad- 
vantageous to all that each should get 
much for his own rather than little. 
iWhere each produces little by hand, he 
can get little produced by the like labor 
of another. Where everybody produces 
more, everybody will get more. Since 
the beginning, the prosperity of the com- 
munity has depended upon the abun- 
dance and not the scarcity of goods. The 
machine produces abundantly and cheap- 
ly. The object of labor is not mere work, 
but goods. What eases work and pro- 
duces more goods is helpful. Though 
measured in money, wages are in fact 
paid in goods; and the more goods a 
community produces, the more there will 
be for distribution. Today we live co- 
operatively: everybody is a specialist. The 
usefulness of each to the rest depends 
upon his contribution to the goods of the 
rest. The machine enables each to con- 
tribute more. Therefore, the progress and 
prosperity of the nations depends and 


they use. The machine is not only a 
helper of workers; it is their best em- 
ployer and pays highest wages. 

Our present distresses are due to the 
fact that the machines are idle, and not 
to their invention. Because they have 
stopped, men cannot find work. Our task 
today is to start them again. When they 
start, men shall find work and wages. 

I lack space to discuss the reasons why 
Wwe are now distressed. The waste of the 
war was enormous; we have lost billions 
by speculation; our taxes are insupport- 
able; the revenue law has arrested the 
export of goods and thrown out of work 
millions engaged in their production; our 
factories are closed; meh who do not 
earn wages cannot buy goods; and there- 
fore few goods are made. The pressure, 
the distress, the calamities of the time, 


the result of the waste and blunders of 
the past and of the present burden of 
taxation, They cannot be corrected by 
benevolence. 

Let the governments stop wasting and 
taxing, and emancipate trade. Let every 
man do his social duty by trying to earn 
what he gets, and after a time the buy- 
ing power of the people, the demand for 
goods and the wages of the workers -will 
revive, men will be again employed and 
prosperity will: return, 

We cannot by blind resentment do 
more than increase our troubles. Let us 
try to carry on, and wait patiently. The 
crisis is corrective of many abuses. The 
fault lies not in machinery, but in the 
fact that the machines are idle.

“THE RULE OF REASON.” 

Senator Long of Lotisiana is attempting to obtain 
legislation .to strengthen the anti-trust laws by pre 
‘venting the application to them of “the rule of rea- 
son.” Long says that application of this rule has 
practically nullified the anti-trust laws and, as a re- 
sult, “the little businesses of this country have been 


J wrecked in the last few years.” 


The rule of reason was first announced by Chief 
Justice White in the celebrated Standard Oil case, 
decided in 1911. Under the common law, only unrea- 
sonable restraints of trade were illegal. Following the 
passage of the Sherman act, which forbids “every 
contract, combination . . . or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade,” the court did not attempt to differentiate 
between reasonable and unreasonable restraints. In 
the Missouri freight case, decided in 1897, it declared 
illegal all restraints of trade, reasonable and unrea- 
sonable. 

While the court dissolved the Standard Oil Trust 
in theory, the component companies continued to 
flourish in their respective “spheres of influence,” 
which had been well defined in anticipation of the 
dissolution decision. The rule of reason was merely 
an obiter dictum in which the court recognized the 
reciprocal relation between law and economics so as 
to allow “reasonable” restraints of trade. Frank Al- 
bert Fetter, in his “The Masquerade of Monopoly,” 
says: ; 
Although the decisiens in the oil and tobacco 

cases in 1911 dissolved two of the greatest of ex- 
isting combines, they gave no clear guidance for 
the future, but with their rule of reason left 
everyone guessing. At the time this was general- 
ly taken to be a calming assurance to the jumpy 
nerves of “big business” that nothing rash 
would be done in unscrambling the other indus- 
‘trial omelets. 

That was a prophetic interpretation. Although the 
“rule of reason” had little or no bearing on the oil 
decision, it was invoked in mary succeeding cases as 
an excuse for monopolistic practices. In the United 
Shoe Machinery case, decided in 1918, the court sanc- 
tioned a complete monopoly because the merger of 
plants and machines made for efficiency. Later, in 
the United States Steel case, the corporate combi- 
nation of a majority of the steel producers was au- 
thorized. Again to quote Mr. Fetter: “... the fiasco 
of the Steel dissolution suit finally threw the gates 
wide open for the consolidations to march through 


reason caused the court to sanction mergers, if in its 
judgment their monopolistic power is offset by ad- 
vantages assumed to be passed on to the public. Some 
would go so far as to say that -the court ceased 
merely to enforce the law of Congress; it took unto 
itself the power and assumed the benevolent role in 
each particular case of deciding whether the net bal- 
ance of public benefits offset the evils of monopoly.” 

Not content with, to say the least, exceedingly lib- 
eral judicial interpretation of the anti-trust laws, 
there has arisen a school of thought which would fur- 
ther loosen and even repeal them. This school has 
been given aid and comfort by Mr. Hoover on sev- 
eral occasions. For example, in October, 1930, in a 
speech before the American Federation of Labor, re- 
ferring to the plight of the soft coal industry, he 
said: 

One key to solution seems to me to lie in re- 
duction of this destructive competition. It cer- 
tainly is not the purpose of our competitive sys- 
tem that it should produce a competition which 
destroys stability in an industry and reduces to 
poverty all those within it. Its purpose is rather 
to maintain that degree of competition which 
induces progress and protects the consumer. If 
our regulatory laws be at fault, they should be 
revised. 


Yet it remains to be proved 
that the other method, the establishment by merger 
and consolidation of great trusts and combinations, 
is the ideal system. During the past decade in the 
United States, this movement grew almost without 
hindrance, yet the country was plunged into the se- 
verest depression in our history.

There is no question that the appli- 
cation of the rule of reason has twisted the intent 
of the Sherman act. Between the Missouri freight 
decision of 1897 and the Steel decision of 1920, the

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A GOOD PLACE TO BEGIN. 

It isfa familiar charge which former Principal 
Jacks of Manchester College, Oxford, lodges against 
American collegiate athletics when he says the gate 
appears to be more important than the game.

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MR. NEUN FLOPS AGAIN. 
Presidefit Neun of the Board of Aldermen won't 


of the Fourteenth street widening repealer, Mr. Neun 
had to reverse himself and break his explicit prom- 
ises.

The lineup in the board on the Fourteenth street 
case, in various ballots, remained until last Friday 
19 to 10.

He voted) 
in the ‘Board of Estimate and Apportionment for the 
plan by which collection of benefits would be delayed 
three years, the money for the improvement to be 
taken from the bond issue revolving fund. 

In explanation of his changed vote, Mr. Neun read 
a long statement. It amoufted to so much tosh. All 
of the points in it had been brought out in previous 
discussion and were well known to him when he vot- 
ed against repeal. As he flopped in the Fourteenth 
street case, he also flopped in the amusement tax 
case, first voting for it and then voting against it. 
If this is Mr. Neun’s notion of how Mayors are made, 
he is due, we believe, for a profound disillusionment. 
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POMONA GOLLEGE WINS. 


Everyone relishes seeing the under-dog emerge tri- 
umphant from the heap, or a diminutive David wal- 
lop a Gargantuan Goliath. So there will be wide- 
spread felicitations to little Pomona College (registra- 
tion 781) of Claremont, Cal., on its victory im the Na- 
tional Intercollegiate Glee Club contest here Friday 
night. It won'over opponents most formidatle from 
the viewpoint of size and standing, such as last year’s 
champion, New York University (31,236 students), 
and Yale ($93,000,000 endowment). But what their 
alma mater lacked in those quantitative respects, the, 
singers had in tone, ensemble, enunciation, pitch and 
interpretation, and the crowd affirmed the judges’ 
decision with loud applause. 

It would have been impossible for Pomona’s glee 
club.to have taken part had the national contest 
been held in New York, as in the 16 previous years, 
instead of St. Louis. The college’s budget was lim- 
ited, and it took some scraping to finance the trip. 
A campus collection was taken up, faculty and alumni 
made contributions and the glee club busied itself 
with @ series of concerts to help raise funds. Red- 
lands University, Pomona’s runner-up in the sectional 
event, also contributed. As it was, the singers spent 
three days and two nights in day coaches, being 
unable to afford Pullmans, while one of the opposing 
clubs came from the East by airplane. The singers 
should receive a gorgeous welcome op their trium- 
phant return to California. 
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PROHIBITION FEELS THE AX. 

The amazing immunity of the Prohibition Bureau 
from the hackings of the economy ax throughout 
the House Appropriations Committee’s deliberations 
seems fated not to survive the scrutiny of the Senate 
money-favers. The bureau’s budget of $11,369,000 
came unscathed from the House committee, where 
appropriations of other units had been carved ruth- 
lessly, but a Senate subcommittee has reduced it to 
$10,000,000, and the approval of the Appropriations 
Committee is indicated. When Senate drys on and off 
the committee say they will approve the. reduction, 
the first in prohibition history, as they now do, a 
great change in their philosophy is made manifest. It 
signifies an inclination to view prohibition literally 
as an “experiment,” rather than as a heaven-sent or- 
dinance, to be furthered at all costs. — : 

No matter on which side of the dry debate a legis- 
lator’s sympathies may lie, it should be possible for 
him to vote for a reduced prohibition budget with- 
In these critical times, 
the true gauge of any governmental expenditure is 
the benefits it brings. The net disbursements for 
Federal enforcement for the last 12 years, $264,987,- 
000, cannot be said to have brought compensatory re- 
turns or benefits. With other governmental ventures 
being curtailed, continued immunity for prohibition 
enforcement would represent both unbridled waste 
and inexcusable favoritism.

Movie Business in the Depression 


Alliance with bankers has brought film industry same excessive expansion as other 
lines have suffered; reduced receipts now make economies imperative; companies 
have sold surplus theaters and are seeking production retrenchments; cutting 
actors’ salaries likely to impair morale; studio overhead is more logical place to pare.

HE movies resisted longer than any 

T other industry the assaults of the de- 
pression. Theater and film rental re- 
ceipts actually reached their peak for all 
time in 1930, the year after the stock col- 
,lapse, Analysts explained this phenomenon 
as proving that in times of stress men and 
women would forego anything except food 
to sustain their bodies, and entertainment 
to. fortify their hearts. 

It was a fool's paradise. The belated blow 
fell in 1931, and at this writing one of the 
major industries of the world is struggling 
to maintain its very existence. It did not 
fall alone. Before the’crash it had yielded 
to the siren call of the prophets of busi- 
ness. Too late, in 1931, both Midas and the 
movies realized they had circled their necks 
with the millstone of financial error. 

When Midas smiles, let mere man beware. 
The gods of gold promoted the cinema with 
@ vengeance, and in consequence the 
movies, as the man in the street knows 
them, virtually are no more. Instead of 
youth and its promise, they have now but 
premature age and its disillusionments. The 
peep-show has become a factory. 

With two important exceptions, every 
major cOmpany is under direct control and 
operation of the banking community, and 
probably none is praying harder at this 
minute for the speedy recovery of the sick 
patient than those same bankers. The ex- 
panded and financed movies have proved no 
more enduringly prolific in profits to their 
foster parents than the investment trusts, 
pyramided holding companies and top- 
heavy realty bond companies. 

The reasons for this crisis are three: First, 
general falling off in theater attendance; 
second, promiscuous buying of control of 
theaters and music and equipment compa- 
nies; third, extravagant operation of pro- 
duction activities at the studios, continued 
after the decline in theater receipts had 
progressed to the point where it wag well 

known and disturbing to everyone in the 
industry except those in the lotus land of 
Hollywood, 


a » ‘* : 

Improvement in the first condition cannot 
be forced by artificial means. While it is 
true pictures above the average in quality 
will always draw above the average in the- 
ater receipts, no company has ever yet been 
able to make more than a few such pic- 
tures in a season. There are also, undoubt- 
edly, too many movie theaters. Many 
should be permanently closed, but their rent 
goes on just the same. 

The second condition resolves itself iii the 
last analysis into a question of assets so 
frozen that some of them are petrified. Es- 
pecially is this true of theater properties. 
The producing companies were long in real- 
izing that, after the depression had become 
acute, their beloved theater chains were 
shackles rather than ornaments. When 
they did, however, be it said to their credit 
that they took the obviously sound, but 
drastic, course of disposing of the theaters 
for the best available price and absorbing 
the loss immediately. 

There remained but one plate for re- 
trenchment, and that was within the ranks.

In part this wag fairly simple, but from an- 
other angle it turned out to be a process so 
involved that it is still in progress, and 
whether it is being done properly will not be 
determined for at least another six months. 

The operations of a major motion picture 
company are divided into two distinct parts, 
distribution or sales and production. The

The only way of retrenching there is by re- 
ducing personnel, salaries and purchases. 
This is simple, but there are very definite 
limits beyond which such action cannot go. 
An efficient organization must be main- 
tained if a cOmpany has any hopes higher 
than a receivership.

The production department, on the other 
- hand, is one in which, theoretically at least, 
the possibilities of economy are enormous, 
Upon that rock the banking fraternity is 
stubbing. its toes violently. This for the 
very simple reason that production is crea- 
tive; it cannot be conducted like a factory 
or a department store. Its expenses vary 
with every picture. Those who constitute it 
are of the temperament which must be con- 
trolled by the iron hand in a silken glove. 
It is hard for a banker to understand that 
a Gaynor or a Garbo can be worth $250,000 
each in salary a year, though that same 
banker can understand perfectly how Mr. 
Sloan of General Motors or Mr. Grace of 
Bethlehem Steel can be worth it. Yet Gar- 
be and Gaynor each mean probably be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 a year in 
sales to their respective companies: possibly 
a great deal “nore, and four times that 
amount to theater owners. Stars and direc- 
tors are worth what they can bring to the 
box office. It is financial suicide to kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs. ' 
There are. boundless opportunities for 
economy at motion picture studios. Their 
operation is not as fantastically silly 
as it was, yet even now the duplication of 
effort, disproportionate salaries and snap- 
judgment expenditures are appalling. The 
problem of curtailing this waste has the 
bankers dizzy. They, ignorant of the first 
principles of picture-making, are endeavor- 
ing to slash its cost to the lone. The re- 
sults so far have been drastic reductions, 
but at the same time an incalculable dam- 
age to morale, which a picture studio needs 
more than any other line of endeavor. 
The. place for the bankers’ lightning to 
strike is at the studio overhead; that huge 
cost made up of a thousand and one little 
extravagances, inflated payrolls, unneces- 
sary delays which saddle every picture with 
@ huge lump sum even before the cameras 
begin to grind. The bankers have a tre- 
mendous opportunity to revivify or ruin. 
Will Midas guide the microphones by men 
or methods?

development. 

Meat is good food for a 8rowing 
body and should be included ;, 
the adolescent's diet to the exten; 
of from two to four ounces daily 
To make a sufficiency of Proteins 
available, cheese, and the protein. 
rich legumes, 
may be added. 
Milk is also a most valuabia 
food for the growing youth, and 
should be served liberally, In this 
connection, bear in mind that mil; 
may be served as cocoa, or choco. 
late, and can be included in a wide 
variety of soups. 

Cereals and breads supply a fair. 
ly inexpensive source of energy for 
the active youngster and should be 
included in the breakfast. When 
fruits, raisins, dates, or nuts are 
added to the cereals, an otherwise 
unappealing dish can be made pal- 
atable and welcome. | 

Fruits and green vegetables sup- 
ply the adolescent with essentia) 
mincral salts and vitamins 
Usually fruits are eagerly con- 
sumed, and the young should not 
be stinted in or with these articles 
of diet, which some still regard in 
the nature o7 luxuries, instead of 
necessities. 

Sweets should be allowed in mod- 
eration, and only after meals. 
Strong condiments and spices, often 
craved by a finicky appetite, 
should be discouraged. 

In estimating the calorie content 
of the adolescent's diet one should 
allow between the ages of 12 to 13

per each pound of body weight. 
Between 14 and 17 the ealories 
per day per pound weight is some- 
what lower, namery from 22 to 20.

That on the day following this 
meeting, Medlock met Richards 
in Fairground Park and with 
him ‘discussed the $50,000 ran- 
som and how it was to be di- 
vided. This was on Monday.
